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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art shows a 
slide ring with an axial leg (Morley) and a plurality recesses with an axial undercut in a leg 
(Zutz) to maintain an annular seal in position on the leg. The prior art fails to show the recesses 
to extend axially inward from a free axial end of the leg such that the recess has an end face and 
sidewalk. This arrangement prevents the sealing body from rotating with respect to the slide 
ring and from separating from leg during installation or service.
